AUSTRIANS IN RETREAT 
BEFORE THE RUMANIANS 


Vienna Admits a Loss of 
Ground North of Orsova. 
Rumanians Reported to 
Have Lost Heavily When 
Bulgars and Germans Cap- 
tured Turtukai. 


Continuing their advance in western 
Dobrudja, the German and Bulgarian 
forces have captured the old Bulgarian 
fortress of Silistria, which lies on the 
eastern bank of the Danube, about 26 
miles northeast of Turtukai and 60 
miles east of Bucharest, the capital of 
Rumania, and about an equal distance 
south of the Constanza-Bucharest rail- 
way line. The capture of the fortress 
is announced by the Berlin war office, 
which adds that the Rumanians and 
Russians fighting in Dobrudja appar- 
ently have suffered very considerable 
losses during the last few days. 

In Banat, north of Orsova, however, 
the Rumanians are keeping up their 
advance against the Austrians, having 
compelled the Austrian right wing, 
after it had pushed them back two and 
a half miles, to withdraw to its former 
position under a strong counterat- 
tack. 

Attempts by the Rumanians to ad- 
vance against heights west of Csik 
Szereda were repulsed. In southern 
Bukowina, near the junction of the 
Hungarian and Rumanian borders, the 
Germans are in contact with the Ru- 
manians. 

Patrol engagements and bombard- 
ments continue to feature the fighting 
on the Macedonian front. The Bulga- 
rians, according to Paris, have been 
forced to abandon several trenches in 
the district east of Vetrenik, while the 
British have ‘shelled Jenikoi and Wevo- 
lyen and made a raid on the Doiran 
front. wh 

In Albania the Italians: in the Av- 
lena sector have taken with op osition 
several Austrian points of vantage.

SILISTRIA. 

Berlin, Séptémber 16.—(Via London). 
Official announcement was made today 
that the German and. Bulgarian forces 
invading eastern Rumania have cap- 
tured the Rumanian fortress of Silis- 
tria, on the Danube, sixty miles south- 
east of Bucharest. The announcement 


follows: 

“Silistria has fallen. 

“The Rumanians and Russians dur- 
ing the last few days appear to have 
suffered very considerable losses. 

“On the Macedonian front there wa's 
no incident of importance.” 


Silistria Is one of the line of Ruma- 
rian fortresses on the southern bank 
of the Danube. It is twenty-five miles 
northeast of Turtukai,, capture of 
which by the invaders was announced 
last week. It has figured as an im- 
portant fortress in earlier wars. The 
town has about 15,000 inhabitants. 


AUSTRIANS RETIRE 
BEFORE RUMANIANS. 


. Vienna,.September 10.—(Via London.) 

After a battle along the road between 
Petroseny and Hatzeg, in lower Tran- 
sylvania, the invading Rumanian 
forces were driven back 2% miles, the 
was office announced today. The Ru- 
manians then launched a new and 
strong attack against the southern 
wing of the Austrian forces, which 
were compelled to retire. The an- 
nouncement follows: 

“On both sides of the Petroseny-Hat- 
veg road our troops drove the enemy 
2%, miles behind his original position. 
A new and strong hostile attack against 
our right wing induced us to with- 
draw it to its former positions. 

“Repeated hostile attempts to ad- 
vance with infantry and cavalry 
against the height west.of Csik Szere- 
da were shattered. Otherwise tne situ- 
ation on this front is unchanged.” 


LIVELY FIGHTING, 
RU MANIANS SAY. 


Bucharest, September 9.—(Via Lon- 
con, September 11.)—The official state- 
ment from Rumanian headquarters, is- 
sued this morning, reads:

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ATLANTA SCHOOLS 
BADLY CONGESTED 


Authorities Are Facing Dif- 


Will Begin Today. 


ae 

‘Today thousands of Atlanta’s chil- 
dren will again begin an active school 
year. Superintendent of Schools L. M. 
Landrum is expecting the registration 
this year to be 1,500 greater than that 
of the preceding year, and the prob- 
lem of caring for this throng of young 
people with the present inadequate 
space and facilities is proving a dif- 
ficult one. 

An appeal was made to council by the 
school authorities for additional rooms 
and for new equipment, but these have 
not been provided. As a result in many 
cases brothers and sisters will be sep- 
arated, having to attend different 
echools. 

Mr. Landrum says that the teachers 
are better prepared this year than be- 
fore, many having taken summer 
courses in schools of note, and in the 
grammar schools the course of study 
for the fourth, fifth, sixth and seventh 
grades has been rewritten, and is now 
in the hands of the teachers. The course 
of study for the first, second and third 
grades has been rewritten and will be 
in the hands of the teachers in a few 
days, according to Mr. Landrum. 

Many departments are being extend- 
ed and improved, especially the de- 
partment of art and science. Physical 
culture will have an added importance 
in the schools. 

The registration in the high schoo!s 
is already about 300 in excess of the 
total registration for the whole year, 
1915-16, and the problem of seating the 
additional scholars is proving a serious 
one. It is expected that this regis- 
tration will be increased still further, 
possibly by 150. ° These difficulties, as 
well as the need of new teachers, will 
be brought before the board of edu- 
cation at the next meeting. For the 
present Mr. Landrum is planning to 
make use of the libraries and assem- 
bly.halls of the school buildings for 
classrooms. This will help to relieve 
the congestion.

ORDERED TO STRIKE 
OUT.OF SYMPATHY 


Labor Unions of New York 
Decide on Drastic Measure 
to Aid the Striking Street 
Car Men. | 


UNDIVIDED SUPPORT 
PLEDGED TO STRIKERS 


Union Leaders Say That 
the Right to Organize Is 
at Stake—Samuel Gompers 
Attacks Attitude of Heads 
of the Street Car Lines. 


. 


New York, September 10.—A general 
strike of longshoremen, brewery work- 
ers, machinists, moulders, printers, 
bartenders and stage employees. in 
sympathy with the unionized car men 
who quit their places four days ago 
was decided upon at a meeting of the 
heads of their unions tonight, accord- 
ing to an announcement 
Frayne, state organizer of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. 

A resolution was passed calling on 
all unionized wage earners in Greater 
New York, Yonkers, Mount Vernon, 
White Plains and New Rochelle to 
sanction a strike “in support of the 
contention of the street railway men 
of their right to organize.” The reso- 
lution recommended that the workers 
in the various trades “lay down their 
tools until the companies are forced 
to recognize the car men’s union.” 

750,000 Persons Involved. 

According to State Organizer Frayne, 
approximately 750,000 men and women 
are enrolled in the unions that were 
represented at the meeting tonight. 

The delegates, it was said, discussed 
the possibility of collateral street rail- 
roads assuming the attitude of officials 
of the Interborough Rapid Transit 
company and the other lines involved 
in the strike here who at the present 
time “recognize the union but insist 
upon intimidating their men to ignore 
it.” Phe delegates were unanimously 
of the opinion, it was asserted, that 
the action of the transit managers was 
“something that affected trade union- 
ism as a whole.” 

“Before a sympathetic strike can be 
declared, however, it was explained by 
the union leaders, it will be necessary 
for them to call a mass meeting of their 
respective unions and put the proposi- 
tion to a vote of the members. The 
delegates at the meeting toni#tit, It was 
said, assured William B. Fitzgerald, or- 
ganizer of the carmen’s union, that 
their members were “willing to fight to 
a finish, morally, physically and finan- 
cially, in the interest of trade union- 
ism.”’ 

Officials of the railway companies 
when informed of the action of the 
union leaders asked whether the build- 
ing trades were to be included in the 
recommendation for a sympathetic 
strike. They were told that no action 
with respect to these trades had been 
taken. 

Undivided Support Pledged. 

The meeting of the union delegates 
followed a conference held earlier in 
the evehing at which Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor, and officials of the Central 
Federated Unions in New York and 
Brooklyn as well as the heads of the 
carmen’s union were present. Undi- 
vided moral and financial support of 
all trades unionists in Greater New 
York was pledged in ae resolution 
adopted at this conference to the strik- 


ing carmen. 

James Dahm, former president of the 
typographical union in this city, assert- 
ed after he had been informed of the 
action of the union delegates at their 
meeting, that members of the typo- 
graphical union here have an agree- 
ment with the American Newpsaper 
Publishers’ association that no decla- 
ration of a strike can be made by the 
local officers of the union independent- 
ly. The order, he said, would have 
to come from the international officers, 
who are located at Indianapolis. It 
would be necessary, he added, to give 
the publishers forty-eight hours’ no- 
tice before a strike was declared. 

A statement issued by. the union 
delegates who recommended the sym- 
pathetic strike urged the city authori- 
ties to prevent payment of ‘‘abnormal- 
ly high wages to strike-breakers,” and 
called on the public serviee commis- 
sion to enforce the law requiring full 
crews on elevated railway and subwav 
trains. Committees, it was said, have 
been appointed to organize mass meet- 
ings to lay before the public the facts 
of the controversy. 


Gompers Issues Statement. 


Mr. Gompers, who arrived here late 
today in response to an appeal from 
the New York Central Federated union, 
issued a statement in which he referred 
to the “efforts” of the heads of the 
Interborough Rapid Transit company, 
which operates the subway and ele- 
vated railway lines, and officers of the 
various surface car roads affected by 
the strike, “to crush the spirit of or- 
ganization “among the employees of 
these railroads.” 

Mr. Gompers asserted that the car- 
men were determined to “exercise their 
right to organize, the right to strive 
rationally and normally for the im- 
provement of their condition as em- 
ployees of the companies, and to have 
submitted to a board of arbitration

London, September 11.—German cas- 
ualties in the war during the month 
of August, according to a compilation 
here from the German casualty lists, 
totalled 240,900. This brings the* Ger- 
man total since the,beginning of the 
war, as compiled from the same 
sources, to 3,375,000. These figures in- 
clude all the German nationalities, but 
do not include the naval and colonial 
casualties.

BY BRITAIN AND SWEDEN 


Trouble Cauwed by Allied 
Blockade and Sweden’s 
Seizure of Mails. 


London, September 10.—There has 
been a further and rather sharp ex- 
change of notes between Great Brit- 
ain and Sweden in regard to the dif- 
ficulties brought about by the entente 
allied blockade and Sweden's retalia- 
tory seizure of mails in transit be- 
tween England and Russia. No solu- 
tion of the problem is in sight. The 
British foreign secretary, Viscount 
Grey, insists that as a condition to 
submitting the matter to arbitration 
Sweden must promise not to interfere 
again with English parcels post mat- 
ter in transit across Sweden. The 
Swedish government apparently is de- 
termined not to make such an agree- 


ment. 

It is noticeable that until now the 
correspondence has been conducted al- 
most wholly between Viscount Grev 
and the Swedish minister in London, 
Count Wrangel, but Viscount Grey’s 
latest note to Count Wrangel says the 
count’s communication is not under- 
stood and that the British minister at 
Stockholm is being directeqto present 
the matter to the Swedish government. 
Count Wrangell now has gone to the 
continent, and it is announced he will 
stay for several weeks. 

Count Wrangel’s letter, given out to- 
day, says Sweden shares the hopes ex- 
pressed by Viscount Grey that@the cor- 
respondence may bring definite solu- 
tion of the questions at issue, and that 
Sweden “would warmly congratulate 
itself on the application of the fertile 
principle of international arbitration.” 

The count says further, he is glad 
the British government appears to rec- 
ognize it is an impossibility for the 
Swedish government “to renounce in 
advance the right to take measures 
which regrettable circumstances might 
render necessary.”’ 

The letter concludes with the state- 
ment that Sweden recognizes fully the 
binding character of the postal agree- 


‘ment of 1904, but maintains the right 


to suspend the agreement under the 
conditions in . 

In reply Viscount Grey says the 
meaning of this communication is not 
clear and that he has instructed the 
British*minister at Stockholm to point 
out to the Swedish government that 
Great Britain ‘must, as a condition 
recedent to any arrangement involv- 
ng recourse to arbitration, have as- 
surance that the Swedish government 
will definitely cease to interfere with 
the transit of parcels to and from the 
United Kingdom across Sweden.”

TEUTONS LOSE GROUND 
IN THE CARPATHIANS 


Both Berlin.and Vienna Ad- 
mit Advance by Russians. 
Czar’s Forces on the Of- 


fensive From the Baltic to 
the Hungarian Border. 


The repulse of German counter at- 
tacks and continued heavy bombard- 
ments formed the chief features of the 
fighting Sunday on the western front in 
the Somme region between the French 
and British forces and the Germans. 
The attacks by the Germans against 
the British took place north of Ginchy 
and against the French south of Berny- 
Ln-Santerre. 

A recapitulation by the British war 
office of the results attained by the 
British on the Somme front during the 
last week showed an advance ona front 
of 6,000 yards to a depth varying from 
300 to 3,000 yards. 

In addition to numerous air battles 
between French and German aviators, 
in which seven German machines were 
forced down. French aircraft have heav- 
ily bombed German depots and estab- 
lishments in the region of Chauny, 
south of St. Quentin, Ham and Peronne. 
London claims for British airmen the 
destruction of three German machines 
and the driving down of others in a 
damaged condition. 

Berlin and Vienna concede a gain of 
ground to the Russians in the Carpa- 
thians near Zabie, to the west of Shy- 
pot. The Russians, says Berlin, are on 
the offensive from the Baltic to the 
wooded heights of the Carpathians, but 
everywhere except near Shypot their 
attacks have been repulsed.

Berlin, September 10.—(Via ° Say- 
Bulgarian report 
of September 7, which announces the 
capture of the Rumanian fortress of 
Turtukai after three days of violent 
fighting, gives the ‘following addi- 
tional information: 

We captured the thirty - fourth, 
thirty-fifth, thirty-sixth, fortieth, sev- 
enty-fourth,_ seventy-ninth, eightieth 
and eighty-fourth infantry regiments 
and two battalions ef a regiment of 
gendarmes.

Severe defeats and heavy losses have 
been inflicted on the enemy and the 
important and strongly defended lo- 
calities of Falfemont farm, Leuze wood, 
Guillemont and Ginchy have been 
wrested from him despite his utmost 
efforts to retain them. The spirit and 
dash of our troops during this severe 
fighting in the face of frequent and 
determined counter attacks and con- 
stant and intense artillery fire has been 
magnificent.

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AN UNHEEDED WARNING. 


Those Georgia farmers in the southwest- 
ern section of the state who were disposed 


to doubt the warnings given them regarding 
the invasion of the Mexican cviton boll 


weevil will assuredly think better of their 
attitude another year and proceed accord- 
ingly.. 

Notwithstanding the fact that for two or 
three years prior to the first appearance of 
the boll weevil in this state, the state board 
of entomology kept continually before them 
the fact that it was inevitably on its way, 
and that its advent wag just as certain as 
death and taxes, there were not a few 
farmers on the southwestern border line 
next to Alabama, who, unheedingly, went 
ahead and made no alteration in their plans. 

They are now sorry they did it. Agri- 
cultural and boll weevil experts who have 
visited and inspected the boll weevil area 
now report the insect alive ad active in at 
least twenty Georgia counties; and in these 
counties, in many instances, whole cotton 
flelds have been devastated by them. 

Commissioner of Agriculture J. D. Price 
reports one field alone of 300 acres which 
he went through the other day, which will 
scarcely make a handful of cotton because 
the weevil was “‘on the job,” ready to attack 
each cotton square as it made its appear 
ance. The farmer in question had ignored 
the warnings, planted late instead of early- 
maturing cotton, and had taken no precau- 
tions to minimize the work of the weevil in 
his fields. 

There were hundreds of farmers who did 
the same thing, and if it hadn’t been for the 
fact that the majority of them were wise 
enough to make their own food and feed- 
stuffs at home, there would have been 
numerous individual cases of distress, all 
because the boll weevil warnings of the 
experts were ignored. 

To meet boll weevil conditions next year 
the farmers in the infested territory must 
begin work now. 
clean the fields, to plow under the dead 
cotton stalks, to clear up the stubble and 
rubbish and burn it. In this way many of 
the weevils are destroyed, and are defeated 
in their efforts to get into safe winter 
quarters. 

This year’s experience has proven the 
value and importance of the warnings. Next 


year the weevil will invade more Georgia 


counties. Farmers in the danger zone can 
profit, if they will, by the experience of their 
neighbors, They are foolish enough to 
stand in their own light, if they fail to do it. 


OUR CROWDED SCEOOQOIS. 

Ringing school bells “this morning will 
summon Atlanta’s thousands of school chil- 
dren from their long summer recess, and 
books in arm they will trudge along to 
answer at the first classes of the fall session. 

The new school year brings with it the 
usual increase in school attendance, an 
increase even greater than ordinary, for 
indications now point to the fact that fully 
1,000 more children will demand admittance 
this fall than were enrolled in the city’s pub- 
lic schools last year. 

This continued evidence of Atlanta’s 
steady growth is gratifying. More school 
attendance means more population: this 
year’s figures tell the story of more and 
more people, a bigger, a better and a more 
prosperous Atlanta. 

The one serious and unfortunate thing 
about it is that Atlanta’s schools are not 
ready for them. While the people come and 
Atlanta grows through the well-directed ef- 
forts of her enterprising citizens and her

“Keeping His Client Out of Court’ — 


Declared Business of Good Lawyer. : 


P. C. McDuffie, of the Atlanta bar, deliv- 
ered an address before the International Claim 
association at its annual convention at Old 
Point Comfort, last Friday night, on the sub- 
ject of “Keeping Out of Court.” 
was greeted with enthusiasm. 

He spoke in part as follows: 

“The business of every good lawyer, claim 
agent or adjuster is to keep his client out 
of court. Not --cause they are corrupt, but 
because litigation is non-productive. 

“Compromise with a known loss is very 
much better than litigation ‘with its uncer- 
tainties. Any sensible judge knows that to 
be true and will advise business men to set- 
tle their own disputes. 

“How can the uncertainties of litigation 
be avoided? Unjust claims are being made 
daily, and to pay the amounts demanded 
would mean bankruptcy. 

“I confess the solution isn’t easy. It is 
an ever-present and difficult problem, but I 
am convinced that at least 50 per cent of 
the litigated cases could be amicably ad- 
justed before suit is filed, and a large per- 
centage of the balance before trial, if prop- 
erly handled. 

“When you consider that the judges in 
state courtg are not permitted to advise the 
jury as to the weight of the evidence intro- 
duced, or as to the credibility of the wit- 
nesses,'or even to intimate their opinion upon 
any question of fact, you will wonder now 
twelve men selected haphazard from the 
community ever reach a correct conclusion. 
Then too, trial practice does not agree with 
common sense, and it frequently excludes 


the truth. Technical rules of procedure, those 
relating to presumptions and the introduc- 
tion of evidence, frequently have no other 
effect than to disturb and obscure the judg- 
ment of juries. 

Three Elements in Every Case. 

“Every case presents three elements 
which must be very carefully considered be- 
fore deciding to ‘fight it out in court’— 
legal, evidential and emotional. 

“A former president of the New York Bar 
association in an address before that body 
said that perjury is committed in more than 
50 per cent of the litigated cases. If that 
alone isn’t sufficient reason to keep out of 
court, it nevertheless affords another illus- 
tration of how difficult it is to have the 
actual facts in any controversy submitted 
fairly for consideration.

“When it comes to the legal element in 
a case, it is unnecessary to cite authority 
in support of the proposiiton that it is un- 
certain. 

“We talk about the science of law. 
a science, but an inexact science. = 

“Judges are human and are liable to mis- 
takes and errors. No two men will, upon 
an agreed statement of facts, always reach 
the same legal conclusions. The ‘logic of 
the law’ sounds well, but in actual practice 
the result is wholly illogical—that is, the 
law of litigated cases. 

“A divided court with strong dissenting 
opinions are not uncommon in juridicial 
controversies. 

“The supreme court of the United States 
with reference to the monopoly created by 
patents and the sale of patented articles un- 
der such monopoly, within one year handed 
down two decisions, the results being oppo- 
site holdings, owing to the different make- 
up of the courts. 

“But a new and brighter day has dawned 
in the industrial and commercial world. The 
spirit of arbitration is abroad. Conflict. is 
depreciated, and all manner of differences 
and disputes are being amicably adjusted. 

Are Expediting Justice. 

“Experienced boards, after investigation, 
are by their fair decisions expediting jus- 
tice between workers in the great industrial 
armies of the world. 

“I believe the members of the associa- 
tion should organize similar agencies for 
the investigation and adjustment of accident 
and health claims. There is today a great 
deal of loss motion in this branch of the 
business. The expense of duplication is very 
large. 

“But in the absence of this co-operative 
plan, how may we attain success in handling 
claims? 

“Trained investigators and adjusters, with 
power to act, capente of making a complete 
and exhaustive investigation of every case 
should be employed. 

“If liability is established your repre- 
sentative should be instructed to effect, if 
possible, a settlement. 

“We are in a period of universal devel- 
opment. The law will not remain stationary, 
but it will grow along the lines of better 
service and greater usefulness. It is nece- 
essarily complex as it is the rule of action 
that governs all who labor, no matter in 
what field of endeavor. Time will simplify 
its processes, but justice will ever favor the 
man who is not too tenacious of its techni- 
calities, and who stands ready to amicably 
adjust his differences without invoking the 
aid of the courts.”

The Alhondiga de Granaditas (prison) in 
Guanajuato ig one of the most historic build- 
ings in the Mexican republic and will always 
be remembered not as a storehouse of grain, 
not as a prison, which it now is, but as the 
place where the first blow was struck for 
the liberation of Mexico from Spanish rule. 
Quadrangular in shape, with a central] patio, 
a row of small Moorish windows near the 
top, the lower floor Tuscan, the upper Doric, 
the building has no architectural beauty. 

At each corner is a large hook, from 
which, in the days of the struggle for inde- 
pendence, were hung four iron cages con- 
taimirig the heads of the great liberators—_ 
the patriot priest, Hidalgo, his military chief, 
Allende, and his comrades, Aldama and Jim- 
enez. Here they hung for years‘ until re- 
moved by a worshiping nation to the Altar 
of Kings in the cathedral of the city of 
Mexico. After the Grito de Dolores and the 
first ringing of the bell of independence, 
Hidalgo and his followers moved on to 
Guanajuato, stormed the improvised fort,o 
Alhondiga, and killed all the Spanish troops 
that had taken refuge there. This was the 
beginning of the eleven years’ war of inde- 
pendence.

MUST BE PRODUCED 


“Stub” System Will Be Thor- 
oughly Investigated in City 
Criminal Court. 


Officials of the receiving depots of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad and 
of the Southern express company will 
be required to exhibit every paper in 
their possession relating to their ship- 
ments of liquor when city criminal 
court conveses tomorrow afternoon. At 
the same time they will have to explain 
to the court why they have been al- 
lowing people to obtain liquor on 
‘stubs without, it is said, taking proper 
precautions to make sure that the per- 
sons applying for the liquor were really 
entitled to it. 

According to the police, officials of 
the companies are caught between two 
fires. If they have, allowed the men 
who obtained the liquor to take it away 
without making sworn statements that 
they were the persons named in the 
individual stubs, they have violated the 
state prohibition law. If they have 
made the persons obtaining liquor 
swear they were the people to which 
the liquor was consigned, they have in 
at least a dozen cases in which the 
police will produce evidence, given 
liquor, it is claimed, to persons who 
committed perjury in swearing as to 
their identity. 

The seizure of the quantity of liquor 
from the two depots Saturday came 
as the result of several days’ work on 
the part of Chief Lanford of the de- 
tective department and of his men. 

Chief Lanford said Sunday that he 
was determined to make it hard for 
people to get hold of liquor illegally 
and that his men would continue to be 
on duty at the places where liquor fs 
received to make sure that the law is 
not violated. 


‘SHOT BY NEGRO, 
SHERIFF OF IRWIN 
KILLS ASSAILANT 


Ocilla, Ga., September 10.—(Special.) 
Sheriff W. A. Tucker, of Irwin county, 
last night shot and instantly killed Tom 
Roberson, a negro, after the negro had 
treacherously shot the officer in an at- 
tempt to evade arrest. 

The sheriff had a warrant for the 
arrest of Roberson, charging him with 
a misdemeanor. He succeeded in locat- 
ing the negro at a farm house about 
four miles south of Ocilla, and went 
there for the purpose of making an ar- 
rest. Arriving at the house Sheriff 
Tucker called to the ngro who lived 
there and asked him if Tom was in the 
house and to this inquiry Roberson 
himself answered saying. “Yes, I am 
here.” 

The negro immediately went out 
through the back door and, appearing 
around the corner of the house, fired 
a load of buckshot at Sheriff Tucker. 
Six of the shot took effect in the sher- 
iff’s right arm, causing a_ serious 
wound. After being shot the officer 
fired with his left hand at the negro, 
killing him instantly. 

This is the second time Sheriff Tuck- 
er has been seriously wounded. He 
received a load of buckshot from the 
gun of H. W. Bostwick several years 
ago in the affray in which five men 
were killed. Sheriff Tucker is resting 
well this afternoon. 


NEGRO YOUTH KILLED 
BY YOUNG COMPANION 


Rome, Ga., September 10.—(Special.) 
Charles McKoy, a negro youth aged 12 
years, residing near Cave Spring, was 
shot and killed ‘by James Holder, an- 
other negro, aged only 6 years. The 
young Holder boy picked up a gun from 
the wall, and pulled the trigger while 
it was aimed at his companion. A core 
oner’s jury investigated, and returned a 
verdict of accidental shooting.

Horace Ison Writes of De- 
struction of Memphis at 
Santo Domingo by Earth- 
quake Under Sea. 


To have been shipwrecked by an 
earthquake under the sea wags the nov- 
el, if not particularly enjoyable, ex- 
perience of Horace Ison, of College 
Park, who has just written his mother, 
Mrs. O. €. Ison, a description of the 
wreck of the ill-fated United States 
cruiser Memphis, upon which he was a 
Seaman at Santo Domingo. 

Although seventy lives were lost ir 
the destruction at Santo Domingo last 
month of the big cruiser, which was 
formerly the Tennessee, which carried 
a cargo-of gold to Europe for the re- 
lief of American tourists at the out- 
break of the European war, young Ison 
didn’t get a scratch. 

Ison and the surviving members of 
the crew of the Memphis are now liv- 
ing in tents at Santo Domingo, await- 
jing a wrecking crew from New York 
which, he believes, may be able to save 
the wrecked vessel. 

Mrs. Ison received the letter from 
her son Saturday, and the letter reads 
in part, as follows: 

“Our ship went through the worst 
storm we ever heard of. It was an 
earthquake under the water. And she 
did roll some! She was washed up on 
the beach. We rigged up ropes and 
slid ashore. About seventy men were 
lost, but J did not get a scratch, so I am 
lucky. 

“I guess a wrecking crew will come 
down from New York and try to get 
her up. I might stay down here for 
a while. We are living in tents. Don’t 
worry about me.’’ 

Horace Ison has a large number of 
friends in Atlanta and College Park. He 
Is 22 years old and has been in the 
navy three years.

OF “DISMAL SWAMP”

Camp Harris, Macon, Ga., September 
10.—(Special.)—“What a pity! It will 
be so lonesome for them!” And the 
pretty girl with the zebra-striped silk- 
en hose looked as though she meant it.

Foreign Minister 
Says Dual Monarchy Is 
Far From Lying Down. 
Rumania to Rue Bargain 
With Allies.

Burian 


Vienna, September 7.—(Via Berlin to 
London, September 10.)—In a _ thor- 
oughly frank manner the Austro-Hun- 
garian minister of foreign affairs, 
Baron Stephen Burian von Rajecz, dis- 
cussed in an interview with the cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press the 
position of the dual monarchy in the 
world war, which he said had been er- 
roneously characterized by enemies and 
certain neutrals a's unsatisfactory. 

“Austria-Hungary its far from lying 
down, as hoped by some,” said the min- 
ister in a tone carrying conviction, “It 
is true we would have peace with joy, 
but not the sort of peace our enemies 
would impose. So long as we have to 
defend ourselves against those who 
want to take part of our territery, we 
maturally are unwilling to discuss 
peace; so long we are also determined 
to hold out and win.’ The thought 
that we are eager for peace on any 
terms originates probably in minds 
hoping that such will become the case. 

' No Offers to Rumania. 

The minister then reviewed the sit- 
uation prior to Rumania’s declaration 
of war and said: 

“We offered Rumania no territorial 
concessions at any time after having 
discovered in the case of Italy that the 
world was likely to mistake our rea- 
sonable attitude for weakness. Nor 
were we ever taken by ‘surprise by 
Rumania. What did fool us was that 
Rumania made up her mind so quickly. 
We knew in June, after the epi ting in 
of the latest Russian offensive, that 
Rome and Bratiano (the Rumanian 
ee had made a definite bargain. 

fe also knew that Rumania was not 
quite ready toward the end of August. 

“For all that, our military authori- 
ties made all possible preparations, 
which did not consist, as has been said, 
in holding the mountain summits and 
passes along the Rumanian border, but 
which consisted in the establishment of 
the line of defense now occupied by 
our troops. Contrary to the general 
impression the falling back of our 
troops has been of no advantage to the 
Rumanians, which fact has finally 
dawned on the Rumanian military 
commanders, since they have become 
very cautious recently. 

“The military field is not my de- 
partment. I know that Rumania’s ac- 
tion was no surprise, despite the fact 
that the Rumanian diplomats lied to 
me constantly. Toward the last their 
assurances became too fervent and 
their lying too patently obvious; so I 
reached the conclusion that trouble 
was not far off. Whether the declara- 
tion of war was due on Sunday or 
Tuesday I did not know. But I felt it 
was due, because, in addition, the re- 
ports from Bucharest iAdicated that 
the Russian pressure was getting more 
“pevere each day, the entente govern- 
ments wanting to add to the weight 
of their own futile offensives in the 
east and west of Saloniki, the great 
impression the war declaration was 
expected to make, but did, in reality, 
not make, because we were ready 
for it. 

Bratinno Played Good Game. 

“T will say that Bratiano played a 
good game though. When the entente 
finally had shown all its cards Brati- 
ano stiffened up his own demands, 
which were granted fully some time 
before the outbreak of the war. Then 
Bratiano thought he would play the 
part of taking from the Austro-Hun- 
garian corpse what he could. 

“But the entente had its own notions, 

Bratiano learned when he was 
: that he was mistaken if he 
thought his role Was merely taking 


a 


pennies from a dead man. He was 
instructed to start immediately, for 
only in helping to down the centra 
powers could he hope to gain what he 
wanted. The declaration of war was 
therefore transmitted. 

“Well, Rumania will have a good 
chance to rue her bargain, if I am not 
mistaken. 
completely dead, as some think 

Asked the reason for the opposition 
campaign against the Hungarian pre- 
mier, Count Tisza, Baron Burian sai 
it was merely criticism to indulge in 
which the opposition had the right, 
mingled to a certain extent with the 
principle of “ote toi que je m’y mette,” 
meaning ‘get off, that I may take your 
seat.” 

Baron Burian did not take the oppo- 
sition’s move tragically but regretted 
that the opposition parties so far lack- 
ed tact as ‘to start that sort of thing 
at the present time. ’ 

“But such is politics,” he exclaimed. 
“The fact is, the men clamoring for 
power would do the same thing as we 
are doing. They are good patriots all. 
Nor could they have done more.” 

Replying to a question as to the 
monarchy’s military and economic 
status at this moment, the minister 
said he had no anxiety on that score. 
But he added: 

“Some think we are not doing 
enough. In addition to holding the 
Italians checked we have managed to 
render useless Brussiloff's great of- 
fensive, which is not exactly child’s 
play; the Russian soldier is a valiant 
and stubborn enemy.” 

Austria and United States. 


The discussion then touched on Amer- 
ican-Austro-Hungarian relations, in the 
course of which the correspondent re- 
ferred to the note sent to the Ameri- 
can government in connection with the 
export from the United States of arms 
and ammunition. The baron said: 

“Tt affords me great pleasure to say 
that the relations between the two 
governments are the very best. At the 
same time I must say that personally 
I still adhere to the views expressed 
in that note. America, in exporting 
large quantities of arms and ammuni- 
tion, undoubtedly contributed to the 
long duration of this war and the dam- 
age thereby inflicted upon mankind is 
irreparable. We sent that note so that 
America might know our view. 

“That the American government 
could not agree to the note is the 
undeniable sovereign right of that na- 
tion. Thus the matter stands. On that 
subject we must always disagree so 
far as My own personal opinion is con- 
cerned.’’ 

The minister then discussed the gen- 
eral situation of the dual monarchy 
which, he said, was very satisfactory 
in view of the fact that the long du- 
ration of the war had made demands 
upon the nation to which he formerly 
would have thought the country un- 
equal. 

“We have the determination,” said 
he, “to emerge from this sad and de- 
plorable affair, into which we were 
ferced by a private affair with Serbia 
and which the entente group made 12 
pretext for a general descent upon 
ourselves and our allies. Sooner or 
later it must dawn upon our enemies 
that this entire business is useless. But 
J] suppose not before the English 
Kitchener army has broken more heads 
against the steel wall of Germans in 
France, or the French have been fur- 
ther decimated; while the Russians are 
dying like flies every day in the east. 

“But a ray of intelligence must 
break some time, which I hope wili 
be soon, for the sake of all mankind. 
Until that day comes our enemies will 
always find us willing to do our best 
to defeat their evil plans. There may 
be some who say that for military rea- 
sons we ought to be the first to start 
peace overtures. I do not think so, as 
long as our antagonists speak of the 
partition of our country among them- 
selves. We have defended our soi] 
pretty well so far, and will do it longer 
—long enough to make the others tired 
of it, anyway.”

| SECOND ANNIVERSARY 


OF BATTLE OF MARNE 


Celebration Culminates in a 
Pilgrimage to the Battle- 
field by Veterans. 


Paris, September 10.—The second an- 
niversary of the battle of the Marne 
which has been celebrated at different 
points on the great battlefield since 
September 6 with simple but impress- 
ive ceremonies, culminated today in a 
pilgrimage to the battlefield of the 
Oreq of “The Fighters of the Marne,” 
the first organized body of veterans of 
this great war. 

The veterans were escorted by other 
associations, comprising mustered-out 
combatants of 1914 and veterans of the 
war of 1870. The great tomb at Neuf- 
moutiers, marking the last resting 
place of 135 men; the plain between 
Chambray and Barcy, where 400 tri- 
colored flags marked the spot where 
as many heroes fell; the monument at 
Chambray. raised to the memory of the 
soldiers of the army of Paris, and the 
cemetery at Ertrepilly and Villeroy 
were covered with flowers. 

M. Denys Cochin, minister of state, 
attended the ceremony at the Cathe- 
dral in Meaux, which was presided over 
by Bishop Marbeau, of Meaux, who 


was assisted by Cardinal Lucon, arch- | 


bishop of Rheims. 
To Victors of the Marne. 

Justin Godart, under-secretary of 
war, visited the different cemeteries as 
the representative of the government 
and deposited immense bronze palms 
hearing in golden letters the words 
“To the Immortal Victors of the 
Marne.’’ 

General Michael Joseph Maunoury, 
who led the army of Paris victoriously 
against the German General von 
Kluck’s right wing in the great battle, 
spent the day at his home at Herbilly, 
in Touraine, where delegations called 
and presented him with flowers and an 
artistic cup, the latter a popular gift 
of the people. 

General Maunoury, who resumed for 
a short time his duties as governor 
of Paris, after his partial recovery 
from a wound received while in a front 
line trench, now is completely blind 
and is living in retirement in company 
with his son, Captain Louis Maunoury, 
who lost a leg in the war... 

During the day the principal points 
of interest in the battlefield of the 
Marne were visited by a delegation of 
French and foreign journalists under 
the escort of French officers. 

Visitors to the battlefleld report that 
only observant eyes could discover that 
this region was the scene of a far- 
stretching and historic battle two years 
ago. Nature has healed almost ali the 
wounds inflicted by the fighting except 
for trees with scarred trunks and dead 
branches, here and there traces of has- 
tily dug shallow trenches along the 
main roads and the rusty, tangled and 
twisted remains of barbed wire defenses 
at the outskirts of isolated villages and 
farms. 

Journeying along, however, the visi- 
tor meets with hundreds, even thou- 
sands, of graves marked with the 
cross or the tri-color. Some of thege 
graves are marked with inscriptions, 
such as “In Memory of the Workmen 
of Paris” or “Here Repose Forty-three 
French Soldiers.” The great majority 
of the graves, however, bear simply the 
names of the dead warriors, with the 
words, “Killed September 6, 1914.” 

Sloqguent Memorials. 

More rarely the visitor comes across 
more eloquent memorials of the mighty 
struggle. Now it will be an unexploded 
shelf redged in the trunk of a torn 
and leafless tree; again, an iron chair, 
high up among the [folrage, which was 
used by a sniper or an observer, or it 
may be a series of large holes where 
a number of heavy shells had fallen 
close together. 

One of the chief points of interest to 
the Marne. pilgrim of the future will be 
the farm house at .Champ § Fleury, 
where General von Kluck had his head- 
quarters during the battle and where a 
game of billiards was going on when @4 
shell from a French 75 millimetre gun 
dropped on the roof and put an end to 


the game. 
Another point of interest will be the 


! ramous Chauteau Mondemont, which is 
one of the most important tactical po- 
\sitions in the battle. It still stands, 
though more than half in ruins. 

In Paris the anniversary is being 
observed generally. A feature of the 
celebration. is the beflagging of 1,000 
taxicabs commandeered by General 
Gallieni at the critical moment when 
the battle was beginning by means of 
which 15,000 men were thrown into the 
scale of victory.

Decline. 


New Orleans, September 10.—There 
{was a notable reaction in the cotton 
|market last week and at the lowest 
‘levels, reached on Friday, prices were 
108 to 119 points, or from $5 to $6 a 
i bale, down from the close of the pre- 
ceding week and 141 to 173 points 
down from the highest levels of the 
season recorded two weeks ago. Heavy 


with considerable hedge selling, were 
the reasons for the decline. Stimulat- 
ing the selling movement was the free- 
dom with which spots were traded in 
over the belt. 

On the final two sessions of the week 
the market displayed a much healthier 
tone as the result of its cleaning out 
and the week-end covering by shorts 
who wanted their profits brought re- 
coveries from the decline. The close 
was at a net loss for the week of 91 
to 112 points, the October option show- 
ing, as it did throughout the week, the 
widest loss. This weakness on the 
part of the coming spot month was 
due to the rumors of heavy tenders 
of new crop cotton against it. 

The lowest levels of the week were 
reached following the census bureau re- 
port of 850,032 bales of the new crop 
ginned to September 1. This was a 
record output to that date. Its influ 
ence on prices was greater because it 
indicated a desire to market the new 
crop ag ger as possible rather than 
because it was accepted as an indica- 
tion of a large total yield. 

This week the situation, it now ap- 
pears, will depend largely on the way 
growers handle their cotton. If the 
new crop is offered freely the ten- 
dency on the part of the speculative 
element will be to sell future contracts: 
on the other hand, should a holdin, 
movement develop in the belt the de- 
mand for contracts would be stimu- 
lated. With so much cotton open, fair 
weather is now almost imperative if 
the crop is to be saved without loss 
to quantity or quality and raing of 
any duration would be considered high- 
ly unfavorable and would create a de- 
mand in the future department.

September 


Comfort, Va., 
10. — Fifty-odd dreadnaughts, pre- 
dreadhaughts, destroyers and supply 
ships of the Atlantic fleet will steam 
from Hampton Roads tomorrow for the 
southern drill grounds off the Virginia 
capes to engage in what naval officers 
say will be the most important battle 
maneuvers and target practice ever 
held by the fleet. The preliminary 
drills and big gun firing were held last 
week and the ships have been stripped 
down to actual battle trim for the more 
strenuous work ahead of them. 

With the fleet now are more big 
ships than were ever before assembled 
under the American flag, including the 
Pennsylvania, Oklahoma and Nevada, 
the newest superdreadnaughts, which 
carry 14-inch rifles in their main bat- 
teries. Officers say that there will be 
firing at longer ranges than ever be- 
fore attempted _ for this practice 
an immen’se floating target has been 
puilt at the Norfolk navy yard and 
will be taken to sea with the fleet. 

In addition to the big gun practice 
the new anti-aircraft guns on the latest 
dreadnaughts will be tested, and for 
that purpose box kites have been con- 
structed at the Norfolk navy yards, 
These will be sent aloft from the bat- 
tleships and will be fired at from vary- 
ing altitudes. Naval officers expressed 
confidence tonight that, these guns 
would prove very effective in protect- 
ing the dreadnaughts from aerial at- 
tack. 

The work of the fleet this week will 
be devoted to individual target work 
and maneuvering for battle positions 
and next week squadron firing at short 
and long range under actual battle con- 
ditions will ,follow.
